TUE PIASA. 
AN INDIAN TRADYVNION OF ILLINOIS. 

No part of the United States, not even 
the highlands of the Mudson, can vie, in 
wild nnd romantick scenery, with the blufis 
of Ilinois. On ono sito of the river, often 
at the water's edge, n perpendicular wall 
ofrock rises to tho height of some hundred 
feet. Generally on tho opposite shore is 
a loval bottom or prairie, of several miles 
in width, exlending to a similar blu that 
runs parallel with tho river. 

One of theso ranges commences at Al- 
ton, and extends with few intervals for 
taany miles slong the left bank of the Illi- 
nois. In descending the river to Alton, the 
traveller will obsarvo between that town 
and the mouth of the [linois, a narrow ra~ 
vino thraugh which small stream die- 
eharges its wilers into the Missisvippi. 
Tharetrenm is the Piase. Its name is [n- 
dian, end signifies in the langauge of the 
Mini, “Phe bird that devours men?
